k It seems nogracions Lo criticize in any but
an approving apirit the zenlous «fforts of the
House in the duection of retrenchment and
goonowmy. Lixtravagance hias 40 long prevailed
in wvery department of the Government that
the present disposition to cut down expenass
of all kinds seems to merit cordial praise, The
deaire to save contrasts so strikingly with the
reckleas inclination to spend, that few are dis-
posed to be censorious as to the manuer in
Whioh the saving is effected. I only expen-
ditnres are largely reduced, we should be
gatiafied,

And yet even in good works jndgment is
neceasary. The best of deeds may bs marred
by a little indiscretion. Economy, to be real,

ments may be well enongh; but as & msasure
of retrenchment it becomas a farce if, at the
eénd of the year, the diffarence reappsar ino
the form of a deficiency bill, Cutting down
eslimates amonnts to nothing unless the sums

voted be gufficient for the service they are |

intended to cover. The mauner in which
these things are done constitutes the ditfer-
enoe between wise and nuwise retranchiment.

The danger now to be apprehended iz that
of unwise work. In the hurry to make a
good appearance, estimates are cut down
gnmmarily, without referense to probable re-
quirements as estimated by the heads ot da.
partments. So many millions are askad’ for;
thirty or fifty per cent. less is appropriated,
and the difference is claimed as money saved.
Butif the wants of the department bes not
diminished in the same proportion, there will
be no real saving; simply embarrassment of
the Kxecutiva and an exemplification of folly,
next year, when a deficiency bill comes belora
Congress.

The proper method to ba pursued is mani-
fest. It is the duty of the Appropriation
Committee to confer with the departmental
Leads, with the view of rednoing the sstimates
as much as possible. Any economy thus
effected is genuive economy; the amonnt of
the reduction i3 an awount gained. Bat this
is ot the course at present followed. Eati-
mates are disoarded; the departmental idea of
what i3 wanpted is repodiated; and zealous
members, in the name of economy, urge
appropriation billse which in mavy items are
inadequate to the efficient performance of the
duties required. The credit thus won will not
stand; it will be followed, in due time, by dis-
lp}lw‘oinlmcent and disgust,

he system i8 rendered more objectionable
by ita effect upon the operations and reputs
of the incoming administration. (iensral
Grant enters office voluntarily pledged to &
policy of retrenchment and economy. No-
body doubts his detsrmination to keep his
promise. DBoteven General Grant cannol par-
form Imvossibilities; he eannot make ten mil-
lions fili the placs of fifteen. Vigorous
honesty will accomplish much, no doubt, and
on this quality the conntry relies. Buat the
Government must be carried on—ita essential
wanta must be satisfled; and if the moneys
voted by Congress be insuflicient for the puar-
pose, deficienciea will inevitably occar, which
juust next year be made good.

We are not suggesting any unusual lati-
tude in expenditures for the new administra-
tion. DBut it is entitled to demand fair play.
And the measure of fair play, so far a3 pay-
ments go, is an intelligent estimate of what
the publio service needs, not the arbitrary
deorse of membera iotent npon earning
popularity by a pretense of retrenchment.

The Supreme Court Decision.

The press, withont distinction of party, dis-

ensges with evident satisfaction the recent |

deoision of the Supreme Counrt, and predicts
for it & wholesome influence upou the opinion
and business of the country. The equity of
enforoing the specific performance of coin con-
traots entered into prior to the war, the pro-
teotion afforded to oreditors under contracts of
this nature now outstaoding, and the secarity
ailforded for the fulure condnct of business on
& specie basis withont waiting for further
legislation—are points on which the public
judgment seems to be tolerably well estab-
{ished. No apprehension of embarrassment
is expressed in any quarter, The constroction
that may posgibly be put npon ante-war con-
traots, in which payment in coin was not
covenanted, remains to be azcertained. DBat
on the genera! question of coin contracts and
thelr binding foroe, Democratic and Repul-
lican jomrnalists write in a tone of respecifal
acquiesosnce in the conclusion of the Court,
aud with & good deal more than formal ap-

roval of the eifect whioch the decision may

a expeoted to produce upon the country.
The impatience manifested by Senstor Druke
towards the anthority of the Court, and ths
iden he suggedted of resistance to its dicta,
find favor nowhe e,

The favorable bearing of the decicion upon
the Legal-tender act donbilsss vontributes not
alittle to the opinion generally expreaged.

Althovgh mo direct referenee 18 made by
the Court to the question of counstitu-
tionality as conpected with that aot, the

whole argument on which the majoricy juilg-
ment rests implies su admission io the atffirm-
ative, The reference to two desoriptions of
lawful money in circulation—the explicitness
with which two formg ol coutract are "ii"":i‘
fied, one paydlle in coln, the other in Legal-
tevder notes—wonld be unintelligible sxcept
on the hypothesis that the Court conesdes the
constitutionality of the Legal-tender aoct.
Some of eur Democratic contemporaries ex-
Libit a litttle chagrin in their comments npon
this aspect of tha decision, their prophetic
repulation haviog been staked npon the oppo-
site opluion. To the people, however, this is
not the least signiticant or the luast agreesble
result of the caze; for besides impartiog an
element of stability to business by doing what
Congress has hitherto failed to do in the mat-
ter of gold contracts, it practically ends the
controversy in regard to the constitntional
validity of the gresuback law.‘d.n both re-
antl.

Boucicanlt and Horace, two namas well cal
enlated to lend distinetion to esch other, are
Lappily bronght together by the former gifted
writer, the latter noy being on hand either to
couperale or remonsirate, in a recsnt letler to
the London newspapers, A quastion having
arigen a8 to the originality of Mr. Rolertson’s
pew drama, School, Mr. Bouocicanlt comes
forward to prove, in the firat place, that it ia
entirely and in every respeot original; and in
the second, that npeither it mor any other
“lJegitimate’ drama ought to be ouriginal.
